The courts held a 


perpetual lease of the rooms in the 
upper part of the building, and when 
tho court accommodations of the coun- 
ty became inadequate to the demands 
upon it, the county proposed to sell 
tilt; lease- to the city for $r*00, and to 
build nr no-w court house in Lowell. 
The location of this new court house 
caused a wrangle, during which it was 
decided to build a court house !n Cam- 
bridge. This was done. Lowell's share 
of the ro?t beintr $:tfl,ftno. 
On Juno 


7th, 1S-10. the court house at Conoord 
was burned down, and where to build 
another caused more discussion.

WASHINGTON', D. C.. Sept. 14.—

Castle kr.o\vs whereof he speaks, 


because his mission in l-'rnnce brought 
hirr. in 
the most 
intimate contact 


with the Yankee heroes who stopped 
the Huns at the Murne. 


"One of our jobs." said Mr. Castle, 


"is to try to give the families of our 
men news about 
their 
killed nnd 


wounded sons. \Ve have a centra! of- 
fice in Paris, but the. Mg job is done 
by the Red Cross searcher attached 
to each division. He mnvr leaves his 
division. 


"The first thing he does is to dis- 


tribute I'igr.rets. chocolate ami hot 
soup among the wounded men. That 
attended 
to. 
he 
goes 
among 
the 


womirtrd. pets their names, and jots 
down messages they wish. to send 
their dear ones. 
Often these are the 


last words of hoys who are dying. 


"Often a nran wishes to give a 


message, but is so weak that he can 
hardly talk, and

"We cannot, however, 
make

mistake of allowing Germany to es- 
tablish 
her military 
and economic 


domination over Russia, for if she is 
able to draw men and supplies from. 
Russia, she will he able to prolong 
the war for years. 


Japan's Army 


"We must prevent this at all costs, 


and if we cannot spare men from the 
west we must appeal to Japan to send 
whatever troops are required for tha 
purpose. 


"We must not, moreover, forget 


that if once Germany gets Russia in- 
to her clutches, she will hold to-her 
prey despite all the victories we may- 
gain in the west, and that if Ger- 
many becomes mistress of the east 
she will have won the war! 


"The establishment of the eastern 


front anew is a question which the 
Russians must answer for themselves. 
But they cannot answer it when they 
have no chance to express their wish; 
there are none of the free elections 
and democratic institutions which ev- 
ery true Russian so ardently desires. 


"Let us remember that if the Ger- 


mans are allowed to carry—nut—their— 
plans in the east, there can be no 
hope for the perpetual peace which 
we are fighting in the west to attain. 


"Germany as mistress of the east, 


with its enormous natural resources 
and immense population, would be a 
perpetual menace to the peace or the 
entire world.

SAVING LIVE STOCK 


FROM THE WOLVES 


It is estimated that the bureau o£ 


biological survey of the United States 
department of agriculture is saving 
annually over 55,000,000 worth of live 
stock for the ranchers of the Rocky 
Mountain section as a result of its 
intensive campaign against predatory 
animals, which has been in progress 
during the past three years. During 
this period 60.458 coyotes, SOS5 bob- 
cats, 1S29 wolves. 301 mountain lions, 
and 137 bears have been trapped or 
shot, and many other animals have 
been poisoned. 
The income from tho 


sale of pelts of animals killed by 
government hunters to protect live 
stock during the last year" will ag- 
gregate approximately $100,000. This 
work is of special importance, because 
the cattle and sheep which are al- 
ready on tho range producing meat, 
wool, and leather are afforded pro- 
tection, and thus the actual sources 
of these essential commodities are 
being conserved for market. Further- 
more, clearing the range of predatory 
annuals is making conditions more 
lavural'Ie for stocking the grazing 
areas to full capacity ond for im- 
proving the quality of the breeding 
siock.

Tours, France, has been sent to the 
United States on a mission relative to 
postal affairs, with authority to fur- 
nish Information heretofore, for mili- 
tary reasons, withheld from the pos- 
tal officials. The military authorities 
found it necessary, in order 10 securo 
prompt delivery of soldiers' mail, io 
provide the military postp.l officers in 
France with complete information as 
to the location of troops. The military 
postal officers at the central posiofnce 
In France have now been afforded ac- 
cess to tho card index directory of the 
adjutant general's department, located 
in the same building; and on his arri- 
val in this country Captain Frazler 
furnished, under seal of secrecy, to the 
postal officers a directory giving the 
location of troops in France and a rec- 
ord of those on the way. 
Orders have 


been issued to send mall on every boat 
destined to dock at any port in Franco 
organized to receive mall. 
This, and 


the adoption of a scheme of designa- 
tion for groups of unattached men sent 
from the United States to replacement 
camps in France, which is recommend- 
ed by Captain Frazier. will, it is "be- 
lieved, go a long way toward expedit- 
ing the delivery of letters to soldiers. 


The mail of more than fifty thousand 


of our soldiers \In France 13 delayed, 
and perhaps cannot be delivered at all. 
The reason for this is that letters for 
a greater number than fifty thousand, 
in the aggregate, are improperly or in- 
adequately addressed. 


Complaints covering these delays ara 


sufficient to give the public the im- 
pression that the soldiers' mail service 
is bad. But besides the improper ad- 
dressing of letters, which is wofully 
common, there are other reasons for 
delay in the delivery of 'soldiers' mail 
which cannot be avoided by the mili- 
tary postal service any more than it 
could be when this service was con- 
ducted by the postoffice department. 


These delays affect a relatively small 


proportion of the mail, but the number 
Is sufficient to give rise to a very gen- 
eral, if unjust, criticism of the postal 
service. 


Delays caused by military objection 


to furnishing the civilian postal offi- 
cials with Information as to the loca- 
tion of troops are now, in a measure, 
cured by this information being given 
ihe army officers directing the mail 
service. Letters could not be promptly 
delivered 
without 
knowledge as 
"o 


where they wer* to~be cent. 
Military 


officials are also provided now with 
transportation facilities 
which 
were 


not provided by the army for the civil- 
ian service., 


But at times there Is still-delay to 


tho mall after it reaches ' port la 
Prance. Some of these are absolutely 
unavoidable if the sa'fety and welfare 
of our troops are to be given first con- 
sideration. Others can be avoided, ani 
steps to that end which were Impossi- 
ble under military 
restrictions upon 


civil authorities have been or, are be- 
ing taken. 
, Only in exceptional cases, and under 
circumstances which will be explained, 
does It take more than three weeks 
for a 
properly 
addressed 
letter is 


reach a soldier in France who is at- 
tached to an organized 
unit 
of 
the 


army. 
Most of the mail reaches Its 


destination in less time than that. The 
great mass of letters to and from the 
Expeditionary Forces go and come on 
schedule time. 


Yet, 
exceptional circumstances may 


delay a soldier's mail as much as two 
or three months, or he may not get It 
at all. 
In the extreme 
case 
where 


there -are several soldiers of the same 
name It will be because his letters arc 
improperly addressed and he has failed 
to correct the conditions by furnishing 
his proper address. There are no de- 
lays, or at most none greater than a 
few days, when the soldier Is located 
with tho organized forces and the let- 
ter is properly addressed.

At each replacement camp In France 


a directory section of the army post- 
office has been established, and mail 
for a replcament soldier will hereafter 
follow him to the unit to which he is 
sent from that camp, the clerks in the 
directory section of the postofflce us- 
ing- the card records of the statistical 
division of the camp commander. 
It 


still rests with the soldier to immedi- 
ately notify his correspondents us Lo 
his correct address, and with the vari- 
ous cantonments in the United States 
to see that mail addressed to him at 
the cantonment is properly endorsed 
for forward ing1 to France. It is equal- 
ly important for the soldier to notify 
his correspondents immediately upon 
his assignment to a 
definite 
unit in 


France. 


Delays in the delivery of mall which 


cannot be avoided are liable to occur 
at any time during a period of great 
activity 
and 
secret 
movement of 


troops. 
Where the success of a troop 


movement on the front depends upon 
secrecy mail cannot be sent to mem- 
bers of a mobile force until they aro 
esLablisJied at the selected destination. 
Whatever delay 
is 
involved In this, 


whether 24 hours or several days, must 
be accepted as a. military 
necessity. 


The same is true when shipments of 
supplies, munitions, fresh meat, etc., 
are such as to make an extraordinary

demand upon transportation facilities 
from the French ports. 
Such delays, 


however, are but for a few days 
at 


most. 
When a divisional postoffice Is 


moved in connection with a big troop 
movement great secrecy has to be ex- 
ercised. No word, even to the army pos- 
tal authorities, is permitted concern- 
ing the secret troop movement until 
the troops have been located perma- 
nently enough to permit the sending 
of mail. Under 
these 
conditions a 


week's delay in the delivery of mail is 
possible. 


Every care is taken in expediting the 


mail for wounded men in hospitals. 
The only delay in the delivery uf such 
mail i3 that which is absolutely un- 
avoidable. A wounded man may be 
sent from one hospital to another and 
even to several before reaching a per- 
manent base hospital, and if detained 
a day or two at each of the hospitals 
through which he passes in transit his 
mail will be delayed until he Is at a 
hospital long enough for it to reach 
him. If 
he 
should 
be but slightly 


wounded, not being at 
the 
hospital 


long enough to set his mail, and thoa 
should be assigned to a new organiza- 
tion, there would be some further de- 
lay, but in none of these cases Is the 
delay great. 
The hospital authorities 


are required to notify the central p-jst 
office as well as his 
company 
com- 


mander immediately on the arrival of 
the soldier there for treatment, and 
mail is sent to him at once. There is 
no delay whatever in mail sent home 
by or for the wounded man. It is only 
that addressed to him 
tha.1 may be 


slightly delayed prior to his permanent 
location. 


Cannes of Delay 


Only two causes of delay have oc- 


curred at the port of embarkation in 
this country. One is the posting of the 
letter just too lato to make the trans- 
port, when a week might pass before 
another sailing. The remedy for this 
does not lie with the postal service. 
The other is the 
limitations placed 


upon ocean transportation 
facilities 


and lack r>f Information as to the des- 
tination of the ships. Unless the mil- 
itary port officer at the American port 
of embarkation knows that an outgo- 
ing steamer is to land at a French port 
organized to handle; the mall It cannot 
be sent by this steamer, as she might 
he bound for a port whero there Is no 
American postoffice and no postal em- 
ployes to handle the mail. This diffi- 
culty has just been cured by a war de- 
partment order which directs that th'g 
information be furnished the military 
port officer. 


One of the most puzzling things to 


the public has been the frequent oc- 
currence, both as to mall delivered in 
France and mail received in this coun- 
try, of a letter of a later date being 
received before one mailed perhaps a 
week or more earlier. One explanation 
of this is that the postmaster at th*i 
port of embarkation has been assigned 
by the wnr department a definite lim- 
ited space for 
mall, 
and 
when tho 


amount of mail has exceeded this, the 
excess has had to be held over until 
the next steamer. If there were, say, 
two thousand bags ready for shipment 
and tho postmaster was notified that 
only eight hundred bags could be. hafi- 
dled, the surplus twelve hundred bags, 
would have to lie over, being included 
In the m:iU accumulating for tho next 
steamer. Such .in excess o/ mall might 
occur sftvornl ttmea and aomo of the 
bags mi.sslnpr tho first mall might alao 
be among those left over from the sec- 
ond. 
This situation will bo remedied 


by an order from the. war department 
that .upon proper 
notice In 
nrlvnnco

The possible delay that would be un- 


avoidable, 
though 
unusual, 
in 
the 


transportation of a letter from Now 
York to a divisional postoftice at the 
front in France might be 21 days- - 
one day In distributing in New York; 
seven days on account of jusl missing 
a boat; 
threo 
days on 
account of 


shortage of freight cars for carload 
transportation from the port of de- 
barakation In France; seven days on 
account of secret troop movement?, 
and, in case of severe fighting, a hold- 
up of trains carrying mail of perhaps 
three days. 
This exceptional delay 


would increase the normal 
time 
of 


from two to three weeks for the de- 
livery of mail, 
to 
from five to 
six 


weeks. Normally it takes from two T.O 
three days to deliver a letter at tho 
front after its arrival at a French port. 


Delay that lias occurred in the deliv- 


ery in the United States of soldiers' 
letters mailed in France is sometimes 
due in a slight extent to the censor- 
ship. Usually the 
delay 
from 
this 


cause is not great, but there have been 
cases, under exceptional circumstances, 
where It has been as much as 
threo 


weeks. A cause of delays In mail com- 
ing this way is that the civilian postal 
officials to whom this mail is delivered 
at the French port have had but one 
port of embarkation for all mall. 
The 


despatching of mail Is therefore lim- 
ited to the sailing time of steamers 


from that port, whereas steamers are 
sailing from other ports 
which 
also 


might carry mail. The reason for this 
restriction to one port is that the mili- 
tary authorities regarded it as inad- 
visable to furnish the civilian postal 
authorities, to whom the mail Is turned 
over at the port of embarkation, with 
the sailing dates of, vessels from other 
ports. This matter has been adjusted 
now so that the postal officials may 
take advantage of the opportunity af- 
forded by sailings from other ports for 
the despatch of. mail. 


Complete Postal System 


A 
complete 
postal 
system corre- 


sponding to that in the United States 
is now in operation in France with a 
central 
post-office 
located at Tours. 


This service in France, except the dis- 
tribution and despatch of mails to tho 
United States, is entirely under mili- 
tary control, the director and assistant 
directors being commissioned army of- 
ficers and the entire force being a part 
of the military service. Nearly all o£ 
these officers and soldiers detailed to 
this work are men formerly employed 
in the postal service 
of 
the 
United 


States, former railway mail clerks be- 
ing employed in the handling of mail 
on postal trains, and others acting as 
distributors, etc. 
France 
Is 
divided 


into three postal districts, each district 
in charge of an army officer who was 
formerly a postal official; and -these 
districts are under tho supervision of 
the director at tho central postofflce 


u.t Tours, Lieut. Col. T. D. Howe. 
Per- 


manent postofflces are established at 
numerous points, 
and 
mo"bile post- 


offices are right at the front and move 
with a division to which they are at- 
tached. 
They aro 
frequently 
under 


fire. 
The commanding officer of each 


company or military establishment is 
required to detail from his company 
a mail orderly especially selected for 
the purpose of receiving and handling 
mall. 
"Wherever possible a man with 


^former 
postal 
experience is drawn 


from 
the ranks for this 
purpose. 


Fjvery 
mail 
orderly 
Is 
required to 


keup an accurate record of officers and 
men attached to or formerly attached 
to his unit and to keep a 
record of 


changed addresses. 
This record is al- 


phabetically arranged and the location 
of every man 
is noted up 
to date. 


"Where a man is sick or wounded and 
the orderly has no record of, his where- 
abouts, mail for him is endorsed "sick" 
or "wounded," giving the date. Tha 
letter then goes to the central post- 
office at Tours which is furnished by 
the hospital with the names of all 
those under treatment, identified 
by 


the designation of the unit to which, 
they belong. The central office is In- 
formed, also of every removal of a sol- 
dier from one hospital to another when 
in hospital long enough to establish an 
address. 
A perfect card system is em- 


ployed to keep track of all who are 
in hospitals, and there Is no delay in 
the delivery of mail unless it is that 
Continued to Pngy 6—Second.

Conscription will not be enforced in 


Ireland in October, unless the best 
informed British political writers and 
observers are "all wrong." 


In the first place, conscription can- 


not be enforced without leave by par- 
liament, and under existing circum- 
stances parliament 
misht 
')•' unwil- 


ling, according to the general belief, 
even if the government desired lu en- 
force it. 
The -Manchester Guardian, one of 


the most inlhiemial papers in Britain, 
demands: 
"The threat of conscrip- 


tion must be withdrawn. 
To attempt 


to enforce conscription would bo folly, 
because it would cost many more men 
from the army than it could produce. 
Blood would be shcrt all over Ireland, 
and 
bloodshed In Ireland will 
cry 


aloud to America. 
Tt would not cry 


in vain." 


The Spectator, which, on the other 


hand, wants 
conscription 
enforced, 


says: 


"What the government ought to say 


at once is lhat. all preparations' will 
ho .made for conscription^ and that if 
the stipulated 50,000 voluntary recruils 
nro not actually at tented by October 
1, an early date will he definitely tixctl 
for the- application of conscript ion by 
order In council."

conscription ago for England, Wales 
and Scotland to 51, it announced that 
it intended to -adopt conscription in 
Ireland. 
Then it asked for 50,000 re-

And there it stands, except for Irish 


Secretary Shortt's statement that the 
government is now working on a new 
home rule bill nnd his request of John 
Dillon for nationalist aid on this bill.

• sistance while conscription is still held 
as a threat over Ireland.

lin, the organ of the Jrish nationalist 
party, says:

of a wounded soldier in transit or eo 
slightly wounded as to be discharged 
before a letter could reach him. 


The central office at .Tours is In the 


same building and associated with the' 
central record division of the adjutant 
general's office, where is kept a card- 
index record, up to date, of the where- 
abouts of every man in the service, 
whether fighting at the front, on de- 
tached duty or In the hospital or wher- 
.ever he may be. The mobile post- 
offices, tvhich are in charge of 27 men, 
the equivalent to a postoffice for 30,000 
people, keep right 
along 
with 
the 


troops and the mail for each company 
is received with the rations at 
the 


kitchen and distributed at 
the com- 


pany headquarters by the mall orderly. 
The postal service extends right into 
the fighting trenches. 
The 
central 


postoffice at Tours is a clearing- house 
for any mail that cannot be disposed 
of promptly. One hundred and 
fifty 


men are employed constantly for noth- 
ing but search of addresses, and the 
superintendent of this office 
is fur- 


-iiished daily with a record of the loca- 
tion of troops. 


It ifl estimated that a million letters 


per day arrive in France for members 
of the American Excpditionary Forces. 
There is also a large volume of mail 
for soldiers—about a third as much as 
that from 
home—mailed locally In 


France. In despatching mail from the 
United States letters are sent to cer- 
tain ports and other classes of mail to 
another, so that letters may be in no 
way interfered with by mall matter of 
less importance. 


"Warehouses have been built at ports 


of debarkation for sorting bags of mall 
as they are received from the United 
States. 
On approximately 2000 miles 


of railroads in France, American rail- 
way mall service is now In operation, 
and regular postal cars in charge ->f 
American soldiers acting as railway 
mall clerks are sent through from the 
port of debarkation dally to certain 
points whore permanent postofflces are 
established. 
Soldiers In the 
mfllta-y 


postal service have been placed at all 
Important junction points on these 
lines to act as transfer clerks. 
"When 


boats arrive, full carloads of bags of 
through mail made up In Chicago and 
Xew York, addressed to companies and 
batteries, are sent to destinations in 


France in charge of a guard who re- 
turns to the port in about three days. 


Under Milltnry Control 


Under military control all changes of 


mobile postoffices are flashed in code 
to the mail distributing points. 
The 


frequent military necessity for with- 
holding this information when the ser- 
vice was under civil control sometimes 
resulted in a delay of as much as three 
weeks, but with the information imme- 
diately available, as it now generally 
is to the military postofrices, there is 
seldom 
occasion 
for 
delay. A very 


material saving of time in the delivery 
of mail will be accomplished also by an 
order having the approval of General 
Pershing under which the postal offi- 
cers in the United States have beer, 
furnished under the seal of absolute 
secrecy, with a directory of the loca- 
tion of all troops in France and 
all 


who are on the way. 
With this Infor- 


mation the postal authorities will be 
able to distribute and sack for deliv- 
ery at its proper 
destination much 


mail which has heretofore gone in bulk 
having to be sorted and distributed on 
its arrival in France. 


It is believed that by making mili- 


tary Information and military trans- 
portation resources available in 
th<* 


despatch of malls the occasion for de- 
lay in the delivery of soldiers' mall 
will be eliminated, except as to that 
which Is improperly addressed. 
Tha 


matter of the address to insure prompt 
delivery is of vital importance. 
The 


misspelling of a name or the use o£ 
initials where a word should be spelle.1 
out may not only retard the delivery o* 
a letter but may pro.vent its being de- 
livered at all. Many thousands of let- 
ters are being constantly received 
which cannot be promptly delivered, if 
delivered at all, on account of 
tho 


manner in which they are addressed. 
The initials "A. C." may mean "Ambu- 
lance Corps." or "Administrative Com- 
pany," or "Aviation Clearance-Office," 
while "A.C.C." means "Aero Construc- 
tion Company." "A.R.C.," "American 
Red Cross," "A.T.C. means "Aviation 
Instruction Centre, etc.

When America's millions begin their 


invasion of German territory, in 
the 


final offensive of the war, they will 
be able to cross the Rhine at 
many 


points if the necessities of the cam- 
paign require it. 


The German army cannot retire bo- 


hind the Rhine, take up defensive po- 
sitions, and defy the world to 
do its 


worst. The Rhine is vulnerable. 


Furthermore, every important city on 


the Rhine is situated on the 
west 


bank. America's armies will not have 
to cross the river to capture Strass- 
burgr, Mayence, Coblence or 
Cologne. 


They are ready now for seizure on the 
nrar side. 


But, before reaching the Rhine, tha 


Americans must first break Germany'3 
grat offensive line, which runs from 
Metz, southward to Chateau 
Sallns 


then southeast through 
Saarburg to 


Strassburg. 


This front, across the border 
from 


French Lorraine, \ls Germany's first 
stronghold against 
invasion. 
It 
is 


probably the most heavily fortified line 
In the world, and the most scientifical- 
ly constructed. Back of it. is 
a 
re- 


markable web of 
military 
railways, 


constructed years ago for the purpose 
of prn vent ing a French army getting 
into Germany, The key to the line la 
Raarburjr, 
where Immense strategic 


railway yards have been constructed. 


The 
defenses 
have 
been planned 


with unusual care, not only because 
they guard the Rhine. Immediately to 
the north of the line are the great coal 
and iron fields of the 
Saar district. 


These fields are one of thn three main 


countries with which Germany is at 
war.

So it will be when the 
Americans 


reach the Rhine. 
The Germans

cling tenaciously to Strassburg", Co- 
logne cr any other one point, but they 
haven't grot enough men to cling 
to 


all of them, and keep the Rhine invi- 
olate. It will be part of the American 
strategy to try to prevent Imdendorff 
from accumulating a sufficient reserve 
to hold even a single Verdun perma- 
nently along the Rhine. To do this, tho 
battlefront on German soil, must

made very long. 


The Rhine runs through a wide val- 


ley from the Swiss border as far 
as 


Mayenre. The banks are low and fiat. 
The river is wide, varying- from 500 to 
3500 feet, but at many

are islands which will materially as- 
sist military bridge making.

.Mayence, the banks are rocky and dif- 
ficult to bridge. 
But, beginning1 at 


Coblence,

The rocky side of the river is a pro- 


tection for Frankfort from a western 
approach, but does not prevent a sor- 
tie across the river from 
the 
south. 


Frankfort is about 20 miles east of the 
lihine, and will certainly be a point of 
attack if General Pershing 
makes 
a 


serious effort, to carry the war back of 
the Rhine barrier. 
Frankfort Is the 


financial capital of Germany, and 
its 


capture would be inferior 
In impor- 


tance, politically, only to the capitu- 
lation of Berlin, Cologne or Hamburjr. 
Probable American Plan 


Proceeding 
northward 
along 
the 


Rhine, the 
Americans 
will 
probably 


seek to reach Cologne. The frill of Co- 
logne would threaten Germany 
with 


strangulation. ln the immediate en- 
virons of Cologne the second of Ger- 
many's three great coal and iron fields 
is located. Dusseldorf, the center of 
this mining district, is 25 miles north 
of Cologne, and the great Krupp works 
at Kssen are about 20 miles still far- 
ther northward.

machine guns, extricating

from tho ruins of one house, then pro- 
ceeding to the next. In this way the 
village was captured without a single 
British casualty, and at once occupied 
by tha French. 


in another attack a tajik was set on 


fire, the officer in command was killed 
and the first driver severely wounded, 
all within the German lines. The sec- 
ond driver extinguished the fire, as- 
sumed command, and later in tho day, 
drove back single handed, preceded by 
about 50 Germans, whom he captured 
unaided. 


Another tank, temporarily

out,

"Americanism" More a Mat- 


ter of the Future Than of 


• the Past 


The following article on American- 


ization is by Miss Grace Abbott, an au- 
thority on immigration and the for- 
eign born population in this country. 
She has written a number of books on 
these subjects and has spent much 
time in research oil Americanization. 
Miss Abbott is at present connected 
with the department of labor at Wash- 
ington: 


Just before our entrance in the war, 


there was a tendency on the part of 
some Americans to challenge the pa- 
triotism of all the foreign bora among 
us. These people doubted whether, n 
the event of war, our foreign born pop- 
ulation would be, willing to givft the 
full measure of their support to the 
United States rather than to the coun- 
tries of their birth. 
They were not 


convinced by the fact that the foreign- 
ers whom they mistrusted had deliber- 
ately chosen the United States as the 
home of their children, and had in- 
vested in this country their little cap- 
ital and their very life itself. 
This 


skeptical feeling was entertained by 
certain Americans who knew the for- 
eign born only through their preju- 
dices; many French and English hon- 
estly feared it; with many more Ger- 
mans the wish was father to the same 
thought. 


Fortunately, after one year of war, 


the answer to Germany's expectations 
and our own fears has been given. 
The names of the volunteers, the names 
on the lengthening casualty lists—Sla- 
vic, Greek, Italian, German, Scandina- 
vian, Irish, along >vith English—are the 
answer to the undeserved charge that 
the foreign born among.us were un- 
willing to accept their share of 
re- 


sponsibility for our national decisions. 


But as the foreign born have gather- 


ed from the industrial centers of the 


of our foreign born 
citizens at this 


Lime should not be overlooked; They 
have played an important part in the 
politics of Europe in tbe past- Every 
movement looking toward more demo- 
cratic organization .in the "old coun- 
try" has counted upon the emigrants 
in the United States for moral and 
financial aid and more than one Eu- 
ropean government has been convinced 
during the past fifty years that except 
for American support, the troublesome 
demands of the oppressed nationalities 
could have been easily silenced. 
But 


the Americans have themselves known 
little or nothing about the efforts of 
the Czech or the Croatian miner to 
help liberate the relatives and friends 
at home. 


It Is not necessary to go to Europe 


to acquire a first hand knowledge of 
the questions^ that the oppressed of 
Europe aro asking to have settled 
rightly now. For here among us. be- 
cause of that very oppression, are the 
humblo men and women who have 
themselves suffered from a denial of 
the freedom which they are asking 
the world to give to their people—here 
are also "intellectuals" who have had 
their part in leading the movements. 


And it is the example of the United 


States in which the American of many 
generations and the Americans who 
came recently from all the nations of 
Europe are living and working out to- 
gether the problems of our common 
life that makes the .League of Nations 
a possibility. 
And so while recogmiz- 


ng the difficulties which come with a 
complex population we must recognize 
that it offers us a peculiar opportunity. 


"Americanism" is much more a mat- 


ter of the long future that is ahead 
of us than it is of the past. Unless 
we shallplan to utilize to the fullest 
extent the contributions which each 
of us can make we shall fail in our 
obligations to that future.

"We have on many occasions set forth 


our views in regard to the shortcom- 
ings of the present city charter. They 
are very numerous; but we feel that 
if the voters would consider merely 
two of them, they could not conscienti- 
ously favor any movement for over- 
coming the present state o£ affairs.
